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Report  of  House  Committee 

for  1924. 

Presented  to  the  General  Committee  at  their  Meeting  held  28th  March ,  1925. 


The  Committee  has  the  honour  to  submit  the  following 
report  for  1924 : 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  patients  and 
boarders  treated  was  463.  There  were  on  January  1st, 
1924,  351  names  on  the  books  of  the  Hospital  (334 
patients  and  17  voluntary  boarders),  and  this  was  also  the 
average  daily  number  for  the  whole  year.  During  the 
twelve  months  10 1  were  discharged  or  transferred  to 
other  Institutions  and  15  died  ;  and  112  new  patients  and 
boarders  were  admitted.  Therefore  at  the  end  of  the  year 
the  total  was  347,  19  being  voluntary  boarders.  Of  these 
34  were  at  St.  Ann’s,  Canford  Cliffs. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Board  of  Control  paid  their 
half-yearly  visits  to  the  Hospital  on  April  3rd  and 
December  22nd  and  inspected  St.  Ann’s,  Canford  Cliffs,  on 
May  7th.  The  Reports  on  both  of  these  establishments 
reflected  great  credit  on  their  careful  management. 

The  seaside  house  was  also  visited  by  Sir  Lindsey 
Smith,  the  Rt.  Hon.  J.  S.  Sandars,  Colonel  Brodrick,  and, 
on  more  than  one  occasion,  by  Colonel  Abbott,  whose 
technical  advice,  always  so  generously  given,  is  of  great 
assistance  to  this  Committee. 
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The  maintenance  expenditure  for  the  year  (after  de¬ 
ducting  such  items  as  wine,  laundry,  etc.,  specially  charged 
to  patients)  was  £96,400,  an  increase  on  1923  of  about 
£6, 000,  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  extra  amount  paid 
for  pensions  under  the  new  scheme  and  the  purchase  of 
two  new  motor  cars. 

The  income  received  from  patients,  apart  from  the 
special  charges  referred  to  above,  was  £99,442  2s.  5d., 
leaving  a  surplus  of  £3,041  ns.  lid.  If  £2,798  12s.  iod. 
interest  from  investments  and  deposits  be  added,  the  total 
surplus  for  the  year  amounts  to  ,£5,840  4s.  9d. 

All  the  three  Reserve  Funds  have  received  substantial 
increases  during  the  year.

£"1,485  19s.  iod.  3%  New  South  Wales  Stock 
have  been  added  to  “  A  ”  Account  at  a  cost  of  £5,000.

During  the  year  the  substantial  sum  of  nearly  £7,000 
was  spent  on  Staff  pensions,  of  which  £5,594  was  paid  to 
the  Royal  National  Pension  Fund  for  Nurses.  This  is  an 
increase  of  £4,059,  or  nearly  150%,  on  the  amount  paid  to 
the  Pension  Fund  last  year.  The  reasons  for  this  increase 
were  fully  dealt  with  in  last  year’s  Report,  but  it  may 
be  noted  that  £2,518  of  it  was  a  lump  sum  payment 
which  will  not  occur  again,  while  the  increased  payment 
of  £1,541  for  annual  premiums  will  tend  to  diminish  each 
year  as  the  members  of  the  Staff  for  whom  it  is  paid 
gradually  qualify  for  pensions. 

The  average  weekly  income  per  patient  was  £5  9s.  lid. 
as  against  £5  8s.  2d.  in  1923.  The  average  weekly 
expenditure  per  patient  was  £5  6s.  yd.  as  against 

£4  18s.  9d.  in  1923.  This  rather  large  increase  in  the 
weekly  expenditure  was  in  nowise  due  to  any  augmentation 
of  the  food  bills  or  of  the  salaries  and  wages  account.  It 
is  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  increased  pension  payments 
referred  to  above  and  the  purchase  of  two  new  motor  cars, 
one  for  the  patients  here  and  the  other  for  those  at 
Bournemouth,  at  a  cost  of  about  £2,000. 

If  this  £6,000  be  divided  up  between  the  351  patients  it 
will  be  seen  that  it  adds  about  7s.  od.  to  the  average 
weekly  expenditure  which,  but  for  this  burden,  would  have 
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stood  at  £4  19s.  yd.,  and  this  compares  very  favourably 
with

No  less  than  222  patients  were  taken  at  reduced  rates 
of  payment,  and  20  of  them  were  maintained  absolutely 
free  of  charge.  The  resulting  cost  to  the  Hospital  of  these 
concessions  was  ^18,153  18s.  46. — the  largest  sum  yet 
expended  in  the  relief  of  deserving  cases.

The  above  with  a  small  item  for'  addition  to  the  piggeries 
makes  a  total  of  £y,$6i  16s.  iod.  spent  on  the  establish¬ 
ment  here  and  A843  on  that  of  Canford  Cliffs. 


The  Bore-hole  has  not  been  dealt  with  as  it  is  the 
subject  of  a  special  report.  It  is  enough  here  to  say  that 
after  continuing  the  boring  228  feet  lower  than  was 
recorded  in  the  half-yearly  Report  there  was  in  November 
a  sudden  rush  of  water  estimated  at  40,000  gallons  per 
hour.  As  the  connecting  pipes  were  not  in  place  the 
water  flooded  the  lower  ground  and  endangered  the 
foundations  of  the  headgear  and  therefore  had  to  be  shut 
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off.  Since  then  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experi¬ 
enced  owing  to  the  blocking  of  the  tubes  by  gault  and 
sand.  Attempts  are  now  being  made,  with  partial  success, 
to  clear  the  tubes  by  pumping  and  by  the  use  of  an  air 
compressor. 

The  item  for  New  Cottages  (apart  from  £1,042  10s.  2d. 
spent  in  1923),  includes — 

(a)  The  six  new  cottages  which  we  erected  for  the 
married  Attendants  on  our  own  ground  at  a  cost  of 
£690  each  (exclusive  of  drainage  and  Architect’s  fees, 
which  came  to  £506),  have  all  been  occupied  since 
August. 

(b)  The  two  Cottages  known  as  Jubilee  Cottages  in 
Stroude  which  we  purchased. 

(c)  The  erection  of  the  Head  Attendant’s  Cottage 
at  St.  Ann’s,  Canford  Cliffs,  now  occupied  by  him, 
which  cost  £765  plus  Architect’s  fees  £25  and  the 
fencing  of  both  this  Cottage  and  the  Chauffeur’s 
Cottage  at  a  cost  of  £53. 

The  Lea  Recorder  and  the  steam  and  electric  meters 
were  purchased  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  exact 
amount  of  steam  and  electricity  used  and  consumed  by 
the  various  engines  and  in  any  particular  department  such 
as  the  kitchen,  laundry,  etc.,  thus  enabling  us  to  keep 
some  check  on  consumption  and  to  ascertain  the  approxi¬ 
mate  cost  of  electricity. 

There  was  a  charge  to  Revenue  Account  for  the  con¬ 
version  of  a  dormitory  on  the  female  side  into  four 
private  rooms  which  were  urgently  needed.  The  plans 
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were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Control  and  since  the 
completion  of  the  alteration  a  Commissioner  has  inspected 
the  rooms  and  signified  his  approval  of  them. 

During  the  year  the  General  Committee  has  lost  two 
of  its  oldest  members,  Sir  John  Fletcher,  whose  death  was 
reported  at  the  last  meeting,  and  Sir  Charles  Cameron. 
Sir  Charles  Cameron  served  for  many  years  on  the  House 
Committee  and  only  retired  from  it  last  year.  He  was 
unfailing  in  his  punctual  attendance  at  every  meeting,  and 
his  scientific  and  general  knowledge  and  his  sterling  com¬ 
mon  sense  were  of  great  help  in  the  deliberations  of  the 
Committee,  who  greatly  regret  his  death. 

The  Committee  is  glad  to  report  that  there  have  been 
no  changes  in  the  Medical  Staff.  Of  the  General  Staff, 
Mrs.  Robertson,  the  housekeeper,  whose  35  years  ol 
devoted  service  has  done  so  much  to  add  to  the  comfort 
of  all  the  inmates  of  the  Institution,  has  felt  compelled  to 
retire  owing  to  continued  ill-health.  She  has  been  pen¬ 
sioned,  and,  with  her  husband,  who,  we  are  happy  to  say, 
still  remains  as  Steward,  has  been  given  quarters  in  the 
White  House,  which  has  been  suitably  repaired  and 
altered  for  their  accommodation. 

No  more  fitting  conclusion  to  this  Report  could  be 
found  than  once  more  to  place  on  record  our  grateful 
thanks  to  Dr.  Moore  and  all  the  Members  of  the  various 
Staffs  for  the  whole-hearted  and  loyal  way  in  which  they 
have  carried  on  their  work  both  here  and  at  Bournemouth 
during  the  past  twelve  months.

ARTESIAN  WELL  BORING. 

Notes  by  Colonel  H.  E.  S.  Abbott,  C.B.E.,  D.S.O.,  R.E. 


Our  Artesian  boring  has  been  successfully  driven  down 
into  the  water-bearing  stratum  1,426  feet  below  us. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  meeting  in  General  Committee, 
on  October  4th,  1924,  we  expected  to  strike  water  any 
day  ;  and  the  day  came  on  November  3rd.  It  gave 
us  a  huge  supply,  under  ample  pressure  and  of  good 
quality,  as  far  as  could  be  judged  from  the  first  discharge. 
There  was  every  indication  of  very  successful  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  our  task  ;  and  the  breaking  of  records  by  having 
got  so  far  down  with  a  pipe  of  8  inches  diameter. 

The  discharge  was  embarrassingly  strong,  and  laden 
with  sand  and  gault  clay  in  large  lumps.  Before  it  could 
be  got  under  control  it  caused  a  good  deal  of  damage  at 
well-head,  scouring  the  foundations  of  the  platform  and 
the  shear  frame,  and  camsing  flooding  and  alarm  in  the 
village  of  Stroude  below.  Roughly  gauged,  the  discharge 
was  40,000  gallons  per  hour. 

In  course  of  time,  and  by  all-night  work,  it  was  got 
under  control,  and  shut  down  by  a  sluice  valve  arrange¬ 
ment  fixed  on  to  the  surface  end  of  the  lining  tube.  All 
hands  then  went  to  work  to  clear  the  mess,  make  good 
damage,  and  to  arrange  for  again  setting  free  the  dis¬ 
charge  as  soon  as  it  could  so  be  done  with  safety.  Free 
flow  was  necessary  to  clear  the  pipes  of  the  debris  which 
is  always  brought  up  with  the  first  discharge. 

When  safe  conditions  had  been  engineered  and  sluice 
again  reopened,  the  discharge,  although  very  strong  to 
begin  with,  became  intermittent  and  feeble,  and  at  times 
entirely  ceased.  This  was  undoubtedly  due  to  stoppages 
by  lumps  of  gault  clay  which  came  up  frequently. 

For  the  last  three  months  the  Contractor’s  men  have 
been  at  work  with  Sand  Pump,  Air  Compressor  and  other 
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devices,  to  get  the  bore  to  discharge  freely.  No  sooner 
is  it  cleared  than  it  gets  choked  again  :  always  by  plugs 
of  solid  gault,  ver}^  difficult  to  remove. 

This  gault  trouble  appears  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that 
when  water  was  struck  by  the  boring  tool,  that  tool  was 
about  20  feet  ahead  of  the  lining  tubes  which  followed 
behind  it.  Consequently  the  first  rush  of  water  was  up 
through  about  20  feet  of  unlined  borehole  in  the  gault, 
before  it  got  into  the  steel  lining  pipes.  The  rush,  and 
the  force  of  it,  has  knocked  about  the  unprotected  gault, 
detaching  pieces  of  it,  to  mix  with  the  sand  and  be  sucked 
up  in  to  the  pipe.  However,  one  good  job  lately  accom¬ 
plished  has  been  to  drive  down  the  lining  tubes  right  to 
the  bottom  of  the  gault — about  20  feet.  Further  it  has 
been,  so  far,  found  impossible  to  push  them.  Choking 
still  takes  place.  It  is  probably  due  to  the  crater,  which 
usually  forms  in  the  sand  at  the  bottom  of  the  suction 
pipe,  being  full  of  lumps  of  gault  fallen  down  from  above. 

Patience  and  perseverance  may  bring  us  to  the  removal 
of  the  last  lump  of  gault  and  a  free  flow.  If  not  we  must 
sink  further  down,  away  from  the  trouble,  with  a  pipe 
of  smaller  diameter. 

The  annexed  diagram  may  help  to  make  this  Report 
clearer.  It  also  shows  the  different  strata  passed  through, 
and  the  depth  of  each,  and  fossils  found  as  reported  by 
the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey. 

Comparison  with  records  of  the  boreholes  at  Winkfteld 
and  Ottershaw  show  close  parallelism  between  them.

The  figures  on  the  left  indicate  the  depth  in  feet  and  the  letters  on 
the  right  refer  to  the  fossils  found. 

A  Oyster  shells  found  here.  B  Fossils  found  at  this  depth— 
the  most  important  were  some  joints  of  a  free  swimming  Crinoid 
(Uintacrinus)  which  indicated  a  high  horizon  in  the  chalk  and  this 
was  an  indication  of  the  amount  of  chalk  to  be  penetrated.  C  At 
this  level  fossils  of  the  chalk  marl  began  to  appear  and  were  common 
at  II  to'.  Ammonites,  bivalves  and  univalve  shells  and  fish  remains 
found.  D  1189'.  First  evidence  of  the  Gault  obtained  here.  An 
Ammonite  (Pleurohoptites),  characteristic  of  the  highest  Gault  Zone, 
was  collected.  Several  other  Ammonites,  the  uncoiled  Hanutes, 
Shells  of  Inoceramus  and  some  Belemnires  were  found  at  various  levels.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  1924, 
with  the  usual  statistical  tables. 

There  were  in  the  Hospital  on  January  1st,  1924,  334 
patients  and  17  voluntary  boarders. 

Seventy-six  patients  and  36  voluntary  boarders  were 
admitted  during  1924. 

Eighty-two  patients  and  34  voluntary  boarders  were 
discharged,  transferred  or  died. 

There  were  remaining  on  December  31st,  1924,  328 
patients  and  19  voluntary  boarders. 


Four  hundred  and  sixty-three  patients  and  boarders 
were  under  treatment  during  the  year,  the  average 
number  resident  being  351.

Admissions. 


There  were  112  admissions  during  the  year — 76  patients 
and  36  voluntary  boarders. 

Of  the  76  patients  admitted,  60  were  direct  admissions 
and  16  were  transferred  from  other  institutions. 

As  to  the  causes  assigned  for  the  insanity  in  the  direct 
admissions,  in  20  cases  it  was  heredity,  in  13  there  was 
a  history  of  mental  instability,  and  in  10,  prolonged 
mental  stress. 

Discharges  and  Deaths. 

Twenty-four  patients  were  discharged  recovered,  13 
were  removed,  relieved,  to  the  care  of  friends  and  29 
were  transferred  elsewhere  of  whom  5  went  to  single 
care. 

The  recovery  rate  was  40  per  cent. — males  32  and 
females  45.71  per  cent. 

i 

There  were  15  deaths — 9  males  and  6  females — the 
death  rate  being  4.53  per  cent. 

All  the  deaths  were  from  natural  causes,  8  being  over 
70  years  of  age. 

Of  the  328  patients  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
274  had  been  insane  for  over  two  years  and  17  others 
had  been  mentally  deficient  from  birth. 

In  recent  years  the  number  of  actively  suicidal,  violent 
and  destructive  patients,  for  whom  constant  supervision 
and  segregation  have  been  necessary,  has  been  unusually 
large — much  larger,  proportionately,  than  in  former 
years ;  there  has,  consequently,  been  a  chronic  con¬ 
gestion  of  the  acute  division. 
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We  attempt  to  remedy  this,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
House  Committee,  in  order  to  enable  us  to  admit  recent 
and  curable  cases,  by  the  removal  elsewhere  of  patients 
who  do  not  respond  to  treatment,  but  this  is  a  lengthy 
process  as  the  responsible  relatives  usually  object  to  any 
change. 

This,  in  a  measure,  accounts  for  the  decrease  in  the 
number  of  patients  in  residence  as  compared  with  former 
years  as  I  have  very  frequently  been  compelled  to  decline 
application  for  the  admission  of  patients  who  could  not 
be  treated  in  the  more  tranquil  or  convalescent  divisions 
of  the  Hospital. 

During  the  early  spring  of  1924  there  was  a  somewhat 
severe  epidemic  of  influenza — 70  patients  and  members 
of  the  Staff  having  been  attacked.  Although,  in  several 
cases,  there  were  complications,  including  pneumonia,  I 
am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  recovered.  Facilities 
for  the  occupation  and  recreation  of  the  patients  have, 
as  heretofore,  been  liberally  provided.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  summer  season  we  have  our  Athletic  Sports  and, 
in  the  winter,  our  Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibition — the  latter 
continues  to  prove  a  valuable  incentive  to  work,  and  I 
have  encouraged  some  of  the  patients  to  compete  in 
Exhibitions  held  elsewhere. 

I  would  thank  the  assistant  medical  officers  for  the 
good  work  they  have  done  during  the  year  and,  more 
especially,  the  senior  assistants  who,  during  my  recent 
illness,  were  responsible  for  the  general  management  of 
the  Hospital. 
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In  my  Report  for  1923  I  stated  that  all  the  heads  of 
the  various  departments  had  been  in  the  service  of  the 
Hospital  for  over  30  years.  Since  then,  unfortunately, 
Mrs.  Robertson,  the  Housekeeper,  has  resigned  through 
ill-health.  She  had  been  on  the  Staff  for  35  years,  and 
we  greatly  regret  her  departure. 

It  is  a  source  of  considerable  satisfaction  to  me,  and 
it  relieves  me  of  much  anxiety,  that  I  can  always  depend 
upon  a  very  efficient  nursing  staff  for  their  willing  and 
constant  co-operation.  During  an  exceptionally  trying 
year  their  conduct  has  been,  without  exception,  excellent. 
There  have  been  no  regrettable  incidents,  and  I  am  very 
grateful  to  them  for  their  tact  and,  often,  forbearance  in 
their  relations  with  the  patients  in  their  care.  In  1924 
11  passed  the  preliminary  and  8  the  final  examinations 
of  the  Medico-Psychological  Association. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  thank  the  Committee  for  their 
kindness  and  consideration.

This  Hospital  to-day  was  in  its  usual  good  order,  and 
I  was  very  well  satisfied  with  the  care  and  attention  that 
is  given  to  the  patients.  A  new  and  up-to-date  X-ray 
plant  has  been  installed  in  place  of  the  old  which  had  been 
found  inadequate  ;  work  also  was  in  progress  to  improve 
the  light  and  ventilation  of  the  quarters  occupied  by  some 
of  the  Staff. 

The  following  changes  have  occurred  among  the 
patients  since  my  colleagues  visit  in  December  :

There  were  to-day  on  the  books  as  patients  the  names 
of  132  gentlemen  and  201  ladies  ;  of  these  eight  gentle¬ 
men  and  twenty-two  ladies  are  on  leave  at  Canford 
Cliffs  and  three  ladies  are  on  leave  on  trial  elsewhere. 

There  are  also  on  the  books  as  Voluntary  Boarders  10 
gentlemen  and  12  ladies,  six  of  whom  I  did  not  see  as 
they  were  either  at  Canford  Cliffs  or  visiting  their  friends. 
With  the  exception  of  one  gentleman  who  will,  I  under¬ 
stand,  either  be  certified  or  removed,  all  of  the  boarders  that 
I  saw  seemed  to  be  suitable  cases  to  remain  on  that  footing. 

I  paid  special  attention  to  all  the  newly  admitted  cases 
now  in  residence  and  satisfied  myself  as  to  the  propriety 
of  their  detention. 


c 
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The  health  of  the  Hospital  was  good  ;  most  of  the 
patients  in  bed  were  there  for  debility  or  for  the  treatment 
of  their  mental  disorders  and  not  for  acute  illness.  There 
has  been  during  the  last  few  months  a  sharp  epidemic  of 
influenza  which  attacked  32  patients  and  42  of  the  Staff, 
in  no  case,  I  was  glad  to  hear,  with  fatal  results. 

No  instance  of  the  use  of  Mechanical  Restraint  is 
recorded,  but  9  ladies  have  been  secluded  for  various 
short  periods. 

The  Church  Services  on  Sundays  and  the  Associated 
Entertainments  are  fairly  well  attended  and  144  patients 
(44  gentlemen  and  100  ladies)  are  returned  as  usefully 
employed  :  19  patients  have  full  parole  and  99  walk  out 
attended  beyond  the  grounds  ;  90  have  carriage  exercise 
about  five  times  a  month. 

The  Nursing  Staff  consists  of  80  male  and  59  female 
Nurses  for  day  and  of  14  male  and  13  female  Nurses 
for  night  duty.  The  record  of  service  is  good,  68  of  the 
men  and  38  of  the  women  having  over  5  years’  service 
in  the  Institution. 

The  average  cost  of  maintenance  last  year  was 
£4  18s.  9d.  per  head  per  week.  The  Hospital  continues 
to  carry  on  a  fair  amount  of  charitable  work,  3-39  per 
cent,  of  the  patients  being  received  gratuitously,  1*13 
per  cent,  paying  up  to  21s.  a  week,  7*34  per  cent,  between 
one  and  two  guineas  and  29*1  per  cent,  from  two  guineas 
up  to  the  full  cost  of  maintenance. 

Dr.  Moore  has  the  assistance  of  four  medical  officers, 
one  of  whom  is  a  lady.

In  the  limited  time  at  my  disposal — yesterday  after¬ 
noon  and  an  hour  in  the  forenoon — my  inspection  of  the 
Hospital  was  not  as  thorough  as  I  could  have  wished  ; 
especially  should  I  have  liked  longer  time  in  which  to 
discuss  more  of  the  many  matters  of  medical  interest 
associated  with  the  work  of  this  important  institution. 

With  the  exception  of  the  3  ladies  at  Holly  Cottage, 
I  however  saw  all  the  patients  in  residence — namely, 
130  gentlemen  and  185  ladies,  among  whom  8  of  the 
former  and  9  of  the  latter  are  here  upon  a  voluntary 
footing  and  seemed  to  me  suitable  cases  for  that  status. 
There  are  also  on  the  books,  and  including  one  gentleman 
and  two  lady  voluntary  cases,  the  names  of  9  gentlemen 
and  25  ladies  on  leave  at  St.  Ann’s,  Canford  Cliffs,  and 
one  lady  on  leave  with  friends. 

Since  the  visit  of  my  colleague,  the  late  Mr.  Trevor, 
last  April,  85  patients  have  been  admitted,  25 
have  been  transferred  to  other  care,  42  have 
been  discharged  or  left,  and  10  have  died — all  from 
natural  causes.  During  the  same  period,  the  mental 
condition  of  9  patients  here  on  a  voluntary  footing 
necessitated  certification  for  their  continued  residence 
and  treatment.  In  paying  special  attention,  as  I  did, 
to  the  newly  admitted  cases  under  certificates,  I  was 
satisfied  that  in  each  case  this  step  had  been  rightly 
taken.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that,  of  the  above- 
mentioned  number  of  new  cases,  in  no  less  than  50  per 
cent,  admission  was  sought  on  the  patient’s  own  voluntary 

c  3 
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application — a  procedure  which,  in  suitable  cases  and 
under  adequate  supervision,  our  Board  desire  to 
encourage. 

Seclusion  has  been  employed  in  14  cases,  all  on  the 
female  side,  and  mechanical  restraint  in  one  male  case. 
The  X-ray  installation  is  in  regular  use  and,  I  gather, 
has  proved  of  much  service  in  a  number  of  cases. 

To  induce  private  patients  adequately  to  occupy 
themselves  and  systematically,  in  addition  to  mere  games, 
to  engage  in  useful  work  is  often  a  difficulty,  towards 
meeting  which  some  mental  hospitals  are  trying  the 
effect  of  the  services  of  an  Occupational  Instructor, 
trained  in  teaching  industries.  It  was  pleasing  to  note, 
as  I  did  in  passing  through  the  Recreation  Hall,  the 
Arts  and  Crafts  display  for  which  prizes  are  annually 
offered.  Many  of  the  exhibits  were  not  only  creditable 
but  of  distinct  interest.  The  greater  the  number  of  such 
sources  of  occupation  that  can  be  devised  the  better  : 
they  all  help  to  prevent  mental  lethargy  and  decay,  and 
in  some  instances  they  awaken  dormant  instincts  in  a 
manner  helpful  towards  recovery. 

The  nursing  Staff,  numerically  and  as  to  duration  of 
service,  remains  substantially  the  same  as  recorded  last 
April.  As  many  as  32  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  45  per 
cent,  of  the  women  nurses  hold  the  nursing  certificate  of 
the  Medico-Psychological  Association.  Though  these 
proportions  will,  I  hope,  be  still  further  increased,  this  in 
comparison  with  many  mental  hospitals,  is  a  very  good 
record. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  with  the  Artesian  Well, 
the  boring  of  which  has  now  reached  a  depth  of  over 
1,400  feet. 
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The  Hospital  is,  as  usual,  in  very  good  order  and  a 
high  standard  of  treatment  is  maintained. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Moore  who,  to  my  regret,  I  found 
indisposed  and  confined  to  bed,  I  received  every  assistance 
from  Dr.  Harper  and  his  colleagues.

I  have  this  morning  paid  a  visit  of  inspection  to  this 
Branch  of  the  Holloway  Sanatorium  and  have  found  all 
parts  of  it  in  capital  order. 

There  are  to-day  in  residence  29  patients  (7  gentlemen 
and  22  ladies)  and  3  voluntary  boarders  (1  gentleman 
and  2  ladies)  who  are  suitable  to  be  here  on  their  present 
footing.  I  saw  and  spoke  to  every  one  of  them.  They 
presented  a  well-cared-for  appearance,  were  thoroughly 
contented  with  their  treatment,  and  were  in  good  bodily 
health.  One  lady  made  a  strong  appeal  for  her  discharge. 
I  had  a  long  conversation  with  her  during  which  she 
exhibited  no  definite  symptoms  of  mental  disease  and, 
as  she  seems  to  give  no  trouble  or  cause  for  anxiety  here, 
I  suggest  that  our  Board  should  communicate  with 
Dr.  Moore  with  a  view  to  arrangements  being  made  for 
her  to  have  leave  of  absence  on  trial — I  understand  that 
she  has  not  been  visited  by  the  Petitioner  or  any  other 
relative  for  a  long  time  past.  I  had  private  interviews 
with  two  other  ladies  at  their  request. 
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Dr.  Cowie,  the  Medical  Officer,  pays  a  daily  visit. 

The  Chaplain  holds  a  service  every  Friday,  and  9  of 
the  patients  attend  Divine  Service  in  the  local  church 
on  Sundays. 

One  gentleman  and  8  ladies  have  parole  outside  the 
grounds,  and  most  of  the  patients  go  for  a  drive  once  or 
twice  a  week. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  Branch  has  been 
visited  on  six  occasions^by  some  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  of  the  Hospital. 

Miss  Palmer,  the  Matron,  continues  to  ably  manage 
the  Branch  and  has  about  the  same  number  of  nurses 
and  servants  under  her  as  was  reported  at  my  visit 
rather  more  than  two  years  ago.
